OIL FIELDS OF CALIFORNIA. 


The past year has marked the begin- | 


ning of the development of the pe- 
troleum industry in Southern Califor- 
nia. The surface indications of the 
existence of such deposits have been 
sufficient to induce the expenditure af 
vast sums of money in sinking wells, 
which have demonstrated the existence 
of petroleum deposits in large and 
profitable quantities. Many of these 
wells have been sunk upon public lands. 
As a result of thie, mineral claimants 
have given an impetus to the location

PATROL OF RBSERVES. 

At the beginning of the year, July 
1, 1899, there were nine superintend- 
ents, thirty-seven supervisors, and 
about two hundred and fifty rangers. 
During the three great danger monthe, 
July 15 to October 15, it seemed wise 
to make the force as large as possi- 
ble, even though necessary at a later 
date to reduce it to an entirely in- 

equate number. Accordingly, on 
July 16 the force of rangers was ing 
creased to 350, which force was res 
duced during October and November 
to nine superintendents, six super- 
visors, and the said eighty-five 
rangers. The Secretary says: 

“Under former ap ations for 
the service the number of forest 
rangers employed was wholly tnade- 
quate to meet the requirements of the 
work, they yoo J scattered over the 
vast area of ! to be guarded. The 
appropriation of $300,000 for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1901,, is more 
commensurate with the requirements 


-of the service. I concur in the Com- 


missianer’s recommendation that not 
less t the appropriation of $300,000 
for the forest service, in connection 
with the creation and administration 
of forest reserves, be continued for 
next year, with a possible increase 
in case additional lands are set aside 
as forest reservations.”

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WAR GEOGRAPHY 


OF EUROPE. 
VIIL—THE UNIFICATION OF GER- 


HE most signal changes that have 
taken place in the political geog- 
raphy of Europe in consequence of 
wars, since 1815, have been the unifica- 
tion of Germany and of Italy and the 
redemption of Greece, Roumania and 
the Balkan States from the sway of 
the Turk. As the courre «and signifi- 
cance of these transformations can be 
more clear presented by taking each 
subject Le itself and following it 
through, that method will be adopted 
in the remaining articles of this series. 
The alliance of the German princes 
in 1815 che German confederation) 
promised little but a certain union of 
action in répressing political progress, 
and it is in enother quarter that we 
must look fur the germs of a real unity 
and a comincn nationality. As in the 
years preceding our Federal conven- 
tion, it was the obstacles to commerce 
arising f:om interstate tariffs that 
proved a powerful incentive to work 
for an improved constitution, so in 
Germany, the impediments of commer- 
cial development created in this age of 
steam by the multiplicity of tariffs and 
customs, regulations brought home to 
monarchs as well as patriots the ad- 
advantage of a more complete union. 
The forty States of the confederation 
comprised an area about four times 
the size of New York; some of them 
were wholly inside of others, and the 
boundawgles of all were so irregular and 
interlaced that commodities from out- 
side of Germany had to encounter 
twelve or fifteen different tariffs before 
they could reach the center of this 
group of States. The remedy was 
sought in forming a commercial] union 
by treaties. This commercial union or 
zollverein (customs union) was started 
in two groups, with Prussia as the pro- 
moter and nucleus of one and Bavaria 
of the other. The two groups were 
fused into one in the course of the year 
1833, and Germany became one for the 
purposes of commercial intercourse. 
This consummation conferred upon 26,- 
000,000 people the benefits of internal 
free trade. The States forming the 
zoliverein adopted a uniform tariff, 
abolished all custom houses except on 
the external frontiers of the union and 
divided the customs receipts among 
themselves on the basis of population. 
Through the facilities offered by this 
union, capital was directed from for- 
eign to internal trade, and in a few 
years marked improvements were made 
in all the means of communication. 
The increased circulation of goods and 
people which followed steadily wore 


away the barriers of suspicion and - 


prejudice and contributed powerfully to 
the sentiment of union. With us in- 
ternal free trade has cemented the 
eo in Germany it prepared a way 


Soon after its completion, the union

conseqently began to a ar as a anit 
in the diplomatic world. Sir John 
Bowring, in a report to the English 
parliament in 1840, said: “The zolive- 
rein has brought the sentiment of 
German nationality out of the regions 
of hope and fancy into those of posi- 
tive and material interests.” It was 
generally regarded in Germany as the 


Germanization of the people.” 

e momentous year of revolution— 
1848—which brought down the political 
system of Metternich with a crash, re- 
vealed at once the strength of the sen- 
timent for union and insuperable ob- 
stacies to its attainment, In the 
United States all that had been neces- 
sary was the assent of the people; in 
Germany, not only the assent of the 

ple, but the assent of the heredi- 

ry rulers was indispensable. With 
us there had been general agreement 
as to the theory of government; in 
Germany, believers in the divine right 
of kings still held the reins of author 
ity. More tham one of these princes 
could echo the declaration of the king 
of Prussia to the first united Prussian 
parliament: “No power on earth shall 
ever succeed in persuading me to ex- 
change the natural — 4 bet ween 
king and people for a conventional, 
constitutional one, and neither now or 
ever will I permit a written sheet. 


and this land to displace the old 
sacred fealty.” In addition to this con- 
flict between the rights of kings and 
the rights of the people, there was 
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the antagonism between Prussia and 
Austria. Birth could not be paramount 
in a united Germany, and  netther 


would yield peaceably to the ofher. | 


That Austria was only partly German 
in population enhanced the perplexity 
of the situation. for both the inclusion 
the exclusion of Austria from a 
united Germany seem equally to vio- 
late the principle of nationality. The 
party, who, to secure the unton of all 
Germans, would take in Bohemia and 
Hungary, were known as the “big Ger- 
mans.“ and those whose national feel 
ing would leave out the Austrian Ger- 
mans in order to avoid including the 
Slavs and Magvars were called the 
‘little Germans.” 

Tt was the existence of such antago- 
nisms of principles and of such conflict- 
ing interests that drew forth from 
Bismarck his famous utterance: It 
is not by speeches and maiorities that 
the great questions of the time will 
have to be decided—that was the mis- 
take made in 1848 and 1849—but by 
blood and iron." 

Our first impulse is to regard the 
successful solution of the American 
problems 1737 by diecusston and ma- 
forities with complacency, and tnepired 
by the contrast with the exverlerce of 
Germany to moralize on the superior 
capacity of the Anglo-Saxon for self- 
government: but sober second thought 
remids us that the union under which 
we now live was formed by blood and 
iron, and in much heavier doses than 
fell to the lot of Germany in 1866 and 
1874. 


» German national assembly in 
1849 framed a constitution for an em- 
pire, and elected the king of Prussia 
Emperor: but he could not accept a 
crown from the people whose right to 
offer it he dented, nor under these cir- 
cumstances—the war with Austria for 


supremacy—which such an acceptance | 


would have precipitated. This war 
with Austria must be avoided until 
Prussia had so equipped herself as to 
make victory fairly certain. 

Refore it came there was a peaceful 
trial of strength of position between 
Prussia and Austria that forecast the 
future for those who could tnterpret 
it. Austria, realizing the advantages 
accruing to Pruesia from the customs 
unſon, planned to gain admission to it 
to displece Prussia from commercial 
leadership: her designs were supported 
by the south German States. which 
found the tariff rates of the union 
too low to suit them. Prussia, foresée- 
ing the issue, made a treaty with the 
tax union (Hanover, Oldenburc and 
cha bure-I 'me.) which in any event 
woul sure unobstructed communica- 
tion between the eastern ard western 
sections of the kingdom. and then re- 
fused to make any changes in the cus- 
toms union that were rot in harmony 


with the treaty with the tax union. 


The customs union would expire in 
1854, and Austria proposed one which 
would include all Germany under her. 
leadership. .Prussia, guided by Bis- 
marck, refused to admit Austria into 
the zollverein, or to belong to one un- 
der her influence. The issue was made 


and the south German States had to 


choose between their preferences and 


their financial interests, for their reve- 


nues would be greater from a union 
with Prussia und without Austria 
than from a union with Austria ahd 
without Prussia. Bismarck calmly in- 
sisted, trusting in the strength of 8 
sia’s commercial position. The south- 
ern States, after proposing to adhere 
to Austria if she would make up to 
them their losses and receiving her 
refusal, reluctantly stayed by the old 
union, which was renewed (1854) Aor 
twelve years. Austria was thus defi- 
nitely shut out of a commercial! union 
Germany, which comprised nearly 
all the States of the future empire. 

Before the expiration of the union 
the time had come to determine 
whether Austria could be ex-ludel 
from a political union of German States 
as she had been from the commercial 
one. The immediate causes of the war 
of 1966 cannot be examined in the space 
at our disposal. When it broke out, 
it assumed the appearance of an at- 
tempt on the part of the States of the 
confederation, under the lead of Aus- 
tria, to coerce Prussia, with the result 
that Prussia declared the attempt a 
violation of the constitution and with- 
drew from the Diet. The war that fol- 
lowed was one of the shortest and 
most decisive in history. Seven weeks 
of fighting put Prussia in control of 

any and expelled Austria. . 

The constitution of the North German 
Confederct'on (1866.) as it was called, 
was drafted by representatives of the 
monarchs. sutmitted for a revision to 
a national convent'on elected by man- 
hood suffrage representing the peop e. 
and finally ratified by the legis.atures 
or diets of the respective states. Each 
of the rival forces in the new Germany 
received recognition. Upon Prussia was 
conferred the federal executive or pree- 
idency, the princes were represented in 
the federal counci] and the people in 
the imperial parliament. In form, 
again, the conetitution was a “perp: tual 
alliance” of the princes and the sen- 
ates of the free cities; in fact, it was a 
federal constitution. 

Provision was made for admitting 
either or all of the four South German 
States—Bavaria, Wurttemberg, Baden 
and Hesse—and meantime to fact'itate 
the result, Bismarck resorted to the 
device of the customs union. Instead 
of securing uniformity of tariff rates 
by commercial treaties, uniform tar- 
iffs were enacted by a parliament con- 
sisting of the parliament of the con- 
federation increased by a proportion ste 
number of representatives from the 
South German States. But the jealousy 
and hostility toward Prussia was not 
to be overcome quickly or through 
peaceful evolution. Blood and fron were 
again invoked. 

A united Germany was a combina- 
tion too formidable to the prestige of 
Napoleon III to be allowed if it coud 
be prevented, and war with France Bis- 
marck regarded as no less inev'tab'e 
than it had been with Avetria. Such a 
struggle with the hereditary enemy in 
such a cause would unite North and 
South Germany. He availed himself of 
the situation with marvelous skill and 
nerve, and en the war came, sup- 

by arms and equally res'stiess 
national enthusiasm, he was able to se 
the union of Germany completed ani 
the King of Prussia crowned Emp-ror 
in Versailles, January, 1871. The resto- 
ration of the old names of empir: and 
emperor stands for no essential change 
in the constitution of the North Ger- 
man Confederat It was merely a 
concession to historical associations. 
Alsace and Lorraine, wrested from 
France, were not annexed to Prursia, 
but to the mpfre. As a territorial depen- 
dency they do not enjoy self-govern- 
ment nor representation in the federal 
council. 

The establishment of the empire, 
much as it has done for Germany, has 
fallen short of the ‘deals and hopes of 
the patriots and liberais of the fivst hit 
of the century. It is a un on which do s 
not comprise all Germans and does in- 
clude Poles, Danes and Frenchmen, 
brought in through the territorial an- 
nexations of Prucsta, and it is a Fo- 
ernment in which sovereignty is lodred 
in the monarchs and not in the prople. 
The constitution of the empire has no 
articles specifying the rights of the in- 
dividual like those which constutited 
go essential a part of the abortive con- 
stitution elaborated by the national as- 
sembly in 1848.

Do not often call attention to spe- 
cial articles appearing in this de- 
partment, but I wish to make an 
exception in the case of A. Campbell- 
Johnston's article on the Eucalypts, 


practical foresters. I krow the articles 
are interesting as wel as useful. The 
next writing will be upon ornamental 
forestry, as applied to our parks end 
public reservations. The present num- 
ber of the series is very comprehen- 
sive and entertaining. 
The orange growers of one enti 
locality in Les Angeles are required 
to deliver their fruit to the packing- 
house on spring wagons. How is that 
for progress? At the annual meeting 
of the stockholders of the Glendora 
Citrus Ampociation, held last fall, a 
resotution was presented and unani- 
mousiy supported requiring every 
member of the organization to provide 
his delivery wagon with springs. The 
secretary of the association was au- 
thorized to order a pair of springs for 
each stockholder, and when I was at 
the packing-house this week the secre- 
tary was delivering springs to the 
growers, and had about finished the 
work. It required about fifty sets to 
go round, and as all but two growers 
at Glendora are in the coliperative or- 
ganization, that district is “traveling 
easy” with its loads of golden fruit. 
The springs are of two grades, one 
with a carrying capacity of 23500 and 
the other 65000 pounds, or equal, to a 
load of about fifty and seventy backe 
boxes of fruit. These springs cost t: e 
farmers about $12 or $14 a pair. After 
using them a while the fruit growers 
will never give them up, as that 
method of delivery will assuredly re- 
duce to a minimum the injury from 
hauling over rough roads. Glendora 
has set the pace for the State n this 
matter, and has done it unan ‘ 
al.

A young lady who “doesn’t care to

abiding Interest in forest preservation 
and extension, let me introduce a state- 
ment made by Mr. Harwood, of North

Ontario. He stated to me, in sub- 
stance, that Stoddard’s Cafion, with a 
watershed of not more than two square 
miles, sent down five times as much 
water during the storm as did the San 
Antonio Cafion, which has a drainage- 
shed of about twenty-seven square 
miles. Stoddard’s Cafion was nearly 
all burned over one year ago last sum- 
mer, while the other escaped with but 
a small portion denuded. Mr. Harwood 


as well as Stoddard’s. The first range 
of hills north of Asusa and Glendora 
were burned over, and now lie hard 
and barren. Below these hills unusual 
trouble resulted from the rainfell of 
the late storm.“ At Lamanda, Santa 
Anita, and adjacent points on the 
Santa Anita and south side cafions 
did the most serious damage to the 
Santa Fé tracks, sustained by that 
line in its entire territory—because in 
these cafions, occurred the great fire 


of last summer. If the 226 square miles | 


embraced in the watershed of the 
San Gabriel River had been burned 
over last summer, that November rain 
would have torn Out the country from 
Azusa to the sea, and left things in 
a state frightful to contemplate. Twice 
as much waterfall, and twice the 
barren area to throw it off would | 
have ruined hundreds of thousands of 
dollars’ worth of land and improve- 
ments in more than one locality. Is it 
not possible to have just that com- 
bination of bare mountain-side and 
precipitation sometime? And should 
not reforestation and forest protec- 
tion receive even more attention than 
it is receiving? 


—— 
I occasionally pick up an item re- 
lating to creamery matters, and would 
be pleased to run across them more 
frequentiy. The creamery and dairy 
interests of Southern California are 
not heavy in some localities, but Or- 
ange county and Southwestern Los 
Angeles have some very heavy invest- 
ments in these industries. Here are 
some very interesting facts con:erning 
the yearly business of the Clearwater 
Creamery Company. Last year the 
company separated 4,542,670 pounds of 
milk, ying in cash therefor $45,525. 
In addition to paying the highest prices 
in the county for milk, the company 
furnished and equipped Cerritos and 
Artesia stations. costing $1759.30, ex- 
pended $620 on improvements to the 
plant at Hynes, paid out $245 for 
wagons, milk cans, butter boxes, etc., 
written off for depreciation $414 and 
paid 20 per cent. interest. The labor 
bill, fuel and freight amount to 
nearly $7000. The farmers in the Clear- 
water section should support this in- 
stitution as it deserves, and as it is 
supported at present. The stock is all 
above par and altogether this organiza- 
tion of creamery men is prosperous 
and has a reputation in the markets 
second to sone. 


It is a familiar cry, it is a sincere cry, 
and one that win be heard without 
ceasing among the orange growers till 
the railroad companies wake up to the 
situation as they should. Here is a 
sample, and I might give others. Agsusa 
wanted four fruit cars last Wednes- 
day. They received but one. Glen- 
dora ordered three the same day and 
received one less than Azusa did. Yes- 
terday morning when I was in the ship- 
ping office at Azusa the telephone and 
telegraph wires were somewhere near 
the melting point with worde I never 
use in print—expressing the uncon- 
rei of the manager of the 
. Fruit Exchange over the 
situation. The railroad officials claim 
that the season came with a rush and 
earlier than usual, and when I left the 
secretary of the exchange and a prom- 


having a hot telephonic debate over 
that proposition. As neither one of 
them were to blame for the dearth of 
cars, they took a philosophical view of 
the case finally. But somebody is con- 
nected with this trouble on the part of 
the railroad, and the publi: and the 
shipping officials ought to know who 
is responsible for a policy that brings 
same results every season. The 
case at Azusa is but of a piece with 
dozens of others in Southern Califor- 
nia today, and it is very bad for the 
fruit interests. Holiday fruit should 
all be on the way by the 12th, and how 
can it be moved with the car famine 
“on” all over the citrus belt? 


The interests of the Riverside Fruit 
Company have been consolidated and 
put under the management of W. 8. 
Fraser, who has heretofore been con- 
nected only with the business of mar- 
keting the fruit grown upon the large 
estate of the company. Under the 
new management it was decided last 
week to market the fruit hereafter 


Exchange, and consequently the Ar- 
lington Heights Fruit Association is 
now an accredited number of the ex- 
change. The new association will in- 
crease the exchange’s output of fruit 


at least 50 per cent. of the oranges 
grown at Riverside. The Trust Com- 
pany'’s lands are highly situated, and 
produce fruit of a very high quality. 
The newly reorganized company expects

PEOPLE FIGHT SALOONS.

SUPERVISORS ASKED TO CLOSE 
THOSE OUTSIDE THE CITIES. 


Lively Sessions of the Anti-Saloon 
League Convention—Johnson’s ~ Slayer 
Dies of His Wound—lIowa’s Band 
Wouldn’t Play at Cut Rate. 


SAN DTEGO, Dec. 6.—{Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The San Diego County 
Anti-saloon League met in convention 
here today. The delegates came early 
and stayed late, their minds fully made 
up to accomplish something looking to 
the restriction of the saloon business in 


this county. 

The forenoon wae devoted to a con- 
ference with the Board of County Su- 
pervisors, whose assistance is asked in 
furthering the work. At the last elec- 
tion the people of the county voted on 
an ordinance banishing the saloon from 
the districts outside the incorporated 
cities and towns. The ordinance was 
defeated, the defeat being due, as the 
temperance workers declare, to the in- 
fluence of the saloon interests in the 
cities. They assert that the country 
districts, counted as such, cast a ma- 
erence before the uperv 
morning was to induce the board to 
pass either the defeated ordinance or 
one similar, the argument being that 
the people of the outside districts had 
clearly shown their wishes to be in 
favor of prohibition. Forty or fifty 
men and women of the league were 
ushered into the presence of the board 
at 9 o'clock and remained with them 
until noon. The matter was presented 
by R. H. Young, secretary of the 
league, who spoke long and earnestly. 
He was followed by representatives of 
the @ifferent districte, each speaker 
presenting several 8 — at the 
close of his remarks. i eee — 2 
pastors also participa 
cussion became general. Mre. Whitte- 
more, president of the county .. 
U., addressed the Supervisors, repre- 
senting that organization. 

‘The petition met rather a cold recep- 
Supervisor 
Justice of the Fourth District, how- 
ever, championed the measure. He 
moved at the close of the first install- 
ment of speechmaking that the peti- 
tion be received and on file, and 
that if the District Attorney should 
find that it could be done legally, that 
the board adopt the ordinance asked 
for by the petitioners. The motion did 
not receive a second. A motion to re- 
ceive the petition and place the same 
on file, . A red-hot discussion 
then ensued, all of the Supervisors 
taking part. Mr. Justice was the only 
man who expressed bimself in favor of 
the ordinance.
